from Mexico City, under guard of 
two Mexican army officers, for de­ 
portation as a “pernicious foreign­ 
er,” under article Z Z of the Mexican 
constitution. 
Dr. A Kendo rf said t fiat 
under 
commission of American insurance 
companies lie had discovered 
in 
Mexico a Omnium, whose name he 
gave, who was the perpetrator of 
the Kingston Island and Plack Torn 
explosions of munitions on the Al­ 
antic Coast early in 1917. when 
property valued at millions of dol­ 
lars 
was 
destroyed 
and 
several 
lives lost. 


“ I had met this herm an previous­ 
ly in Mexico,” said AUcndorf, “and 
I returned this time to fully fix 
his whereabouts. 
The 
discovery 
and proof of this m an’s deeds will 
force Germany to pay the costs of 
this exposion and make provisions 
concerning those who lost their 
lives.” 
AUcndorf was 
refused 
admit­ 
tance into the United States until 
lie could show proof of citizenship. 
At the American Gonshlate here 
he said he had been expelled from 
Mexico upon order of General P. 
d i a s Calles, minister of war and 
marine, on the accusation that he 
had given information derogatory 
to Mexico before the senate sub­ 
committee investigating affairs iii 
Mexico. 
According to Altendorf, he was 
arrested on August 9 in Mexico 
City. 
He said he was kept in pris­ 
on nine days incommunicado, that 
all his personal belongings were 
taken from his and that during his 
sojourn in prison lie was forced to 
lie on a metal cot. without cover­ 
ing. 
Altendorf was five days en route 
to the border from Mexico City. 
He brought the first news reaching 
here of a passenger train wreck 
Saturday near Ortiz. Chihuahua, in 
which three persons were killed 
when a bridge collapsed because 
of a flood.
